Also owing to the difficulty in ob*, 
tabling fuel oil when necessary and 
a prompt distribution of the same, It 
was thought advisable to get the cit­ 
rus growers to organise so that the 


business may be handled more ad­ 
vantageously 
Neither the Lemon nor Orange As­ 
sociation proposes handling smudge 
fuel and m aterial this year, so that 
persons not joining the 
league w ill 
probably find difficulty iu obtaining 
oil when they require it. 
Members of the league 
are

stalling necessary equipment accord­ 
ing to acreage 
of 
their 
holdings. 
Growers desirous of s.taring

Nov. 8.—A F o rtu n a te ’ purse is of­ 
fered to the farmer If he will avail 
himself of the achievements and meth­ 
ods of the plant-breeders now at work 
in the government service and in the 
agricultural colleges. S cien ce is show­ 
ing the farmer prays to double 
the 
yield of his land, through the develop­ 
ment of better seeds and plants. This 
story has just been narrated to the 
students of the University of Califor­ 
nia in three lectures by Hr. If. J. Web­ 
ber, Professor of Plant Breeding in 
Cornell University. 
He told, as one 
example, I\ow countless m illions have 
been added to the national wealth by 
the development of

long-staple 
cotton plants now grown in the South.

Says: Take Away the Clubs 


DENVER, Nov. 8.—Take away the 
policeman's club. 
> 
Prevent him from using a revolver 
unless his own life is in peril. 
Keep fat men off the police force, j 
Apply plain Christian teachings to j 
police problems. 
These constitute the platform 
of 
George Creel, newspaper writer turn­ 
ed police commissioner of 
Denver, j 
who has instituted a 
campaign 
to j 
prove his contention that clubs and 
revolvers are not necessary to the en­ 
forcement of the law. 
The first step in the commissioner's 
campaign has been the enforcement , 
of an order abolishing the carrying 
of chit,s by policemen. 
His second Is , j 
contained in the following order: 
“Any officer who beats or otherwise,! 
maltreats a prisoner must be 
pre- | 
pared to show justification of absolute 
scil defense under the penalty of dis­ 
charge and future prosecution under! 
the state law. 
“Any officer who discharges a re­ 
volver at one whose crime 
L 
not 
known or in case where the known I 
crime is less than a serious felony or 
In the event his own life is not in 
peril, will be dismissed 
from 
the 
force.” 
To back up these orders, Creel has 
accomplished the summary dismissal 
of Sergeant Dooley and 
Patrolman 
Joessel who recently shot and wound­ 
ed an alleged “masher" named Kike. 
Tile latter shot Kike as he was run­ 
ning away in fright arid the former 
beat the man as he lay prostrate on 
the ground. 
“I ani taking away clubs because 
they invite brutality and are of no 
real use," said Creel to d a y , 
“in case 
of assault, the officer does not rely on 
bis club but upon his 
revolver. 
I 
have always believed also that the 
police should not carry revolvers, but 
r ani loath to eliminate them until we 
get an effective law against gun H e l l ­ 
ing and gun-totting. 
“As it is now. every pawnshop and 
hardware store finds profit in the sale 
of revolvers, dirks and 
blackjacks. 
and because of this profit, these men 
killed a bill in the last Colorado leg­ 
islature that would have done away I 
with Hie evil and lifted from the city 
the menace of frontier lawlessness. 
“I mean to stop this thing of po­ 
lice brutality and reckless shooting if 
I have to discharge every man on the 
force. I shall proceed to a reorganiza­ 
tion of the Denver force that will re­ 
sult in the dismissal of the 
brutal, 
the stupid, the crooked and the inef­ 
ficient. 
“ the reason so many fugitives are 
fired at is because the officers are too 
tat to give chase. 
The 
reason 
so 
many officers beat prisoners generally,! 
is because they were appointed 
tor 
political reasons and have developed 
the antu, ratio sense. The reason they 
protect gamblers 
and 
macqtiereaux 
and law breakers generally is because 
they are accustomed to a frank part- , 
nership witn vice and crime. 
“I In* 
w r y papers which are DOWI] 
exploiting police brutality were loud 
in their attacks upon me for ‘maudlin 
sentimentality.' 
They could not con | 
tain their disgust at my attempt to 
apply plain Christian teachings to po­ 
lice problems.” 
Commissioner Creel 
also 
refused 
recently to issue an order forbidding 
the Industrial Workers of the World 
from speaking in the public streets. 
He asserted that such action would 
constitute infringement of the right | 
of free speech and that he did not 
tare what the speakers said so long 
as they remained within the bounds 
and did not violate the police regula­ 
tions or create disorder. 
The com­ 
missioner declared he did not 
pro­ 
pose to have a repetition in Denver 
of what he said was the “shameless 
brutality" that had characterized the 
treatment of the I. W. W. speakers in 
San Diego.
